Firſt went the Trumpets, then the Heralds 
and Officers of Armes in their rich Coates; next 
followed che Knights of the Bath , becing ſixc 
and rwentie in number, apparelled in long robes 
of purple Sattin, lined with white Taffata; then 
fir witham Segar Knight, alias Garter, princi- 

all King of Armes, bearing the Letters Parents, 
the Earle of Suſſex the Purple Robes, the Traine 
borne by the Earle of Huntington, the Sword 
by the Earle of Rut/and, rhe Ring by the Earle 
of Derby, the Rodde by the Earle of Sbrewe/- 


bury, the Cappeand Coronet bythe Duke of 
B 3 Lenox, 


1 — 
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Prince Charles his (reation. 
Lenox, Lord Steward , his Princely Highneſſe 
ſupported by the Earles of Suffolke and Vor- 
tinghams, came bare-headed, and ſocntred the 
great Hall, where the King was ſer in his royall 
Throane, and the whole State of the Realme 
in their Order ; the Prince made lowe obeiſance 
to his Maicſtie three times, 2nd after the third 
time,when hee was come neereto the King, hee 
kneeled downe on a rich Pillow or Cuthion, 
whileſt ſir Re/ph Winwood principall Secretarie, 
read his Letters Parents : then his Maicſtic, at 
the reading ofthe words of Inveſtment, pur the 
Robes vpon him, and-girded on the Sword, 


inueſted him with the Rodde and Ring, and 


ſet the Cappe and Coronet on his head. With 
which Ceremonie the Creation being accom- 
pliſhed, the King aroſe , and went vp to Din- 
ner; butthe Prince, with his Lords, dined in the 
Hall, and wasſcrued with great State and Mag- 
nificence, accompanied at his Table wirh diners 
greatLords, as the Earle of Suffo/ke Lord Trea- 
ſurer, the Earle of 4rundell Lord Marſhall, 
the Earle of Nottingham Lord Admirall, the 
Duke of Lenex Lord Steward, the Earle of Pew- 
brooke Lord Chamberlaine, the Erles of Shrew/- 
bury, Darby, Rutland, and Sw{ex , the Prince fit- 
ting in a Chaire at the vpperend, and thereſt in 
diſtance about foure —_ from him, ene ouer- 
againſt another, in their degrees, all which were 
thoſe that were employed in ſeuerall Offices of

About the middeſt of 
Dinner, fir william Segar Knight , alias Garter , 
principall King of Armes, with the reſt of the 
Kings Heralds and Purſuvanrs of Armes , ap- 
proached the Princes Table , and with a lowde 
and audible voyce, proclaimed the Kings Stile, 
in Latine, French and Engliſh thriee; and the 
Princes in like manner, twice : then the Trum- 
wr ſounding, the ſecondCourtſe came in; and 

inner done, that dayes Solemnitic ceaſed.

Hauing thus briefly deſcribed the manner of 
his Highnefſe Creation , with the honourable 
Seruice ſhewne to the Solemnitie, both by che 
Lords and Gentlemen of the Innes of Court, 
I ſhould haue ſer aPcriod , but thatthe Knights 
of the Bath, being a principall part and orna- 
ment of this ſacred T:iumph , I can not paſſe 
them ouer without ſome remembrance : there- 
fore thus ranch out of the Noteof Dire@ions, 
' from ſome of the principall Officers of Armes, 
and ſome obſcruation of credite, concerning the 
Order and Ceremonies of the Knighthood. 

The Lords and other that were toreceiue the 
Honourable Order of the Bath, repayred on 
Satterday the ſecond of Nouember to the Par- 
liament houſe at Weſtminſter, and there in the 
afternoone heard Euening Prayer, ebſeruing no 
other Ceromonie at that timegbur onely the Hes 
ralds going before them in their ordinarie ha- 
bites from thence to King Hewrie the ſeauenths 
Chappell at Weſtminſter, there to beginne 
their warrefare, as if they would employ their 
ſcruice for God eſpecially ; from whence, after

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kings ſoaled with Leather, butno Shooes; and

Seruice ended, they returned into the Cham« 
ber they were to ſuppe in : their fupper was pre - 
pared all at one Table, and all fate vpon one 
ſide ofthe ſame,euery ma hauing an Eſcutcheon 
of his Armes placed ouer his head, and certaine 
of theKings Officers being appoynred ro actend, - 
them . In chis manner hauing taken their repaſt, 
ſcucrall beds were made ready fortheic lodging 
in another rowime hard by, atcer the fame man- 
ner, all on one {ide; their beddes were Pallars, 
with Coucrings, Teſters, or Canopies of Red 
Say, bur they vie&no Curtaiaes. 

The Knights in the! meane while, were with- 
drawne into the Bathing Chamber, which was 
the next row:ne to that which they ſupped in; 
where, for each of chem was prouided a ſcuerall 
bathing Tubbe , which was lined both within 
and without, with white, Linnen, and couered 
with Red Say : wherein, after they haue ſaid their 
prayers, and commended themlelues ro God, 
they bathe themſclues, that thereby they might 
be putin minde, to be pure in bodice and (oule 
fromrthenceferth; and afterthe Bath, they bc- 
rooke themſclues to theirreſt. 

Earely the next morning they were awakened 
with Muficke, and attheir vprifing , inueſted in 
their Hermites habites, which was a Gowne of 
Gray Cloth. girded cloſe;, and a Hoode of tho 
ſame, and a liancn Coife vhderneath, and an 
Hankercher hanging at his girdle, cloth Stoc-

thus apparelled, their Eſquiers Governors, with 
the Heralds wearing the Coates of Armes, and 
ſundry forts of winde-Inſtruments before them, 
they procecde from their lodging , the meaneſt 


in order formoſt, as the nighr before, vnti!l they. 


came to the Chappell , where after Seruice en- 
ded, their Oath was miniſtred vnts them by the 
Earlc of Arundel Lord Marthall, and the Earle 
of Penbroke Lord Chamberlaine , in a ſolemne 
and ceremonious manner , all of them ſtanding 
foorth before their ſtalles, and attheir coming 
out making low reuerence towards the Altar, 
by which the Commiſſioners fate, then were 
they brought vp by the Heralds by two ar once, 
| the chicfett firſt, and ſo thereſt, rill all ſucceſs 
fiuely had recciued their Oath, which in effe& 
was this: That abovecall chings they ſhould ſeek 
the honour of God , and maintenance of true 
Religion, Joue their Soueratgae, ferne their 
Countric , he!pe Maydens, Widdowes, and 
Orphans, and (to the vemoſt of their power) 
cauſe Equity and Iuſtice to be obſerved, 

This day, whileſt they were vert in the Chap- 
pell, wine and ſweet meates were brought them, 
and they departed to theic Chamber to be dil- 
robed of their Hermites weedes, and were 
reueſted in Roabes of Criniſon Taffata , im- 


plying they ſhould be Martial! men , the Rodes 
tacd with white Sarcener,in token of Sincerity, 
having whire Hartes on their heads , with white 
Feachers , white Buotes on their leages, and

white Gloues tied vnto the ſtrings of their Man«- 
tles: all which performed, they mount on horſe- 
backe , the Saddle of blacke leather, the Arſon | 
white, Stirrop leathers blacke, gilt, the peo- 
rall of blacke leather, with a crofſe Paty of Sil- 
ver thereon, and withour a Crupper, the Bridle 
likewiſe blacke , with a crofle Paty oa the Fore- 
head or Frontler : each Knight berweene his 

two Eſlquiers wel] apparrelied, his Footeman at- 
tending, and his Page riding before him, carry- 
ing his Sword with the hiltes vpward, in a whire 
leather Belt without Buckles or Studdes,and his 
Spurres hanging ther con. 

In this order ranked, eueryman according to 
his degree , the beſt or chiefeſ{t firſt, they rode 
faire and ſoftly towards the Court, the Trum- 
pets ſounding , and the Heralds all the way ri- (he 
ding before them:being come to the Kings hall, 
the Marſhall meetes them , who is to haue their 
horſes, or elſc 100.s. in money for his Fee : 
then conducted by the Heralds, and others ap- 
poynted for that purpoſe, his Maieſtic ſitting 
vader his Cloth of Eſtate, gauc to them their 
Knighthood in this mauner: 

Firſt,the principall Lord that is to receive the 
Order, comes, led by his two Eſquiers, and his 
Page before him, bearing his Sword and Spurs, 
and kneeleth downe before his Maieſtie , the 
Lord Chamberlain takes the Sword of the page, 
and deliuers it to the King, who puts the Belt 0- 
uer tha necke of the Knight, aſlope his breaſt, 


plaging

placing the Sword vnderhis left Arme : the ſe- 

| cond Nobleman of the chiete about the King, | 
| puts on his Spurres , the right Spurre firſt ; and \ 
ſo is the ceremony performed. In this fort Lord ' 5 
Maltreuers (onne and heire to the Erle of Arun- 
dell, Lord Marſhall, which was the principall of 
this number, being firſt created, the reſt were 'Þ 
all conſequently knighted alike : And when the 'N 
ſolemnitie thereof was fully finithed, they all re- 
rurned in order as they came, ſauing ſome ſinall 
differcnce,in that the yongelt or meaneſt knight 


wentnow formoſt,& their Pages behinde them, | 
Coming backe to the Parliament houle, their , 
dinner was ready prepared in the ſame rowme, '* 
' 


and after the faſhion as their ſupper wgs the | 
night before z bur being ſer , they were notto ; 
taſte efany thing that ſtood beforethem, bur 
with a modeſt carriage,and graceful! abſtinence, 
to refraine:diuers kindes of ſweet Muſicke foun- 
ging the while; and after a conuenient time of 
ſitting, to ariſe, and withdraw themſclues , lea- 
uing the Table fo furniſhed- ro their Elquiers 
and Pages. 

About fiue of the clocke in the afternoone, 
they rode againe to Court, to heare Seruice in 
the Kings Chappell , keeping the ſame order 
they did at their returne from thence in the mor- 
ning, _ Knighrriding betweenec his two Ef- 
quiers, and his Page following him. 

At their entrance into the Chappell, the He- 


ralds conducting them, they make a ſolemne re- 
C 3 - verencez 
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uerence, the yoogeſt Knight beginning, the reſt 
orderly enfuing, and ſo one after another take 
their (tanding before cheir Stalls, where all be- 
ing placed, the eldeſt Knight maketh a ſecond 
Reuerence , which is followed ro the yongeſt, 
and then all aſcend into their Stalls, and rake 
theiraccuſtomed places, 

Seruice then beginneth , and is very ſolemnly 
celebrated with ſinging of diuers Anthemes to 
the Organs, And when the Time of their Offer- 
rorie 1s come, the yongeſt Knights arc ſummo- 
ned forth of their Stalls by the Heralds, doing 
reuerence firſt within their Stalls, and againe at- 
ter they are difcended, whichis likewiſe unita- 
ted byall the reſt; and being all thus come forth, 
ſtanding before thcir Stalls as at firſt, the two el- 
deſt Knighrs with their ſwords in their hands, 
arc brought vp by the Heralds to the Altar, 
where they offer their ſwords, andihe Deane rc- 
ceines them, of whom they preſently redeemg 
tem with an Angell ia Gold, and then come 
dowaeto their former places , whilſt two. other 
arelcd vp in like manner: The ceremonic: per- 
formed, and feruice ended, they-deparc againe 
in fuch order as they came, with accultoined 
Reuercnce; Atthe Chappell doore as rhey came 

® forth,they were encountred by the Kings Mailter 
Cooke, who ſtood there with his white Apron & 
Slceues, andachopping knife in his hand , and 
chaltenged their Spurres, whick were likewiſe 
redeemed with a Noble imoney, threataing 
Wan 
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themneuerthelefſe, that if they proved nottrue 
and loyall co the King his Lord and Maiſter, jt 
muſt be his Office to hew them from their heeles. | 
On Monday morning they all met together nigh . 
acthe Court, where in a priuate Roome appein- : 
ted for them, rizoy were cloathed in long Robes 
of Purple Sartin, with Hoods of the ſame, all li. 'P 
ned and edged about with white Taffata ; And 
thus apparcied, they gaue their attendance ypon 
the Prince at his creation, & dine that Eay in his 
preſence ara {ide Boord, as is already declared, 'r
